BENEFITSJF FINES. 


Shall the State or City Have the Revenue 
From Cases in the Mayor's 
Court? 


IndlanapollB Journal 
From a certain class of oases in the 
mayor's court the state has, for a long 
period of years, enjoyed the usufruct of 
tines. 
These are also covered by city 
ordinances, but during the time when 
the city prosecutor was also an assistant 
county prosecutor the custom arose to 
try these offenses under the state law. 
A difference of fees caused this, for when 
a man arrested for associating, indecent 
behavior and the like, pleaded guilty, 
under the ordinance the prosecutor got 
but $2. 
If the case went to trial and 
conviction followed, he could claim only 
$4. Under the state law a plea of guilty 
or trial entitled him to $5. 
Hence, 
when the cases came to him he had the 
prosecution conducted on behalf of the 
state, instead of the city. 
The latter 
supplied the police station-house and 
trial judge, but received no benefits from 
the fines assessed and paid. 
The ques- 
tion was argued yesterday before Mayor 
Denny by Horace Smith, the city prose- 
cutor, and John Holtzman on behalf of 
the state. A decision will be given with- 
in a day or two. 
For years it has been 
the rule to let persons convicted of as- 
sociating go with a fine merely. 
Under 


the state law an imprisonment is requir- 
ed, but as it is about the only offense of 
the class subjected to such punishment, 
the imprisonment clause has been over- 
looked.

have all the police court monies. 


A Singular Railroad Accident. 


WABASH, Ind., Nov. 29.—At 9 o'clock 
Wednesday night, while freight train 
No. 7, of the Cincinnati, Wabash and 
Michigan railroad, was switching at Mil- 
ford junction a freight on the Baltimore 
and Ohio road crushed into the train, 
demolishing the caboose and one car 
laden with iron. 
The Baltimore and 
Ohio engine was badly wrecked.

accident was caused by the blowing out 
of the whistle on the Baltimore and 
Ohio loi^omotive and the consequent in- 
ability of the engine to call for brakes.

A notable building in many ways is the 
structure erected in New York for the uses 
of the Young "Women's Christian association. 
The Y. VV. C. A. was j^laiined in 1871 on the 
principle of the young men's association of 
the same character. Its object is the spiritual 
and temporal advancement of women. 
For 
the first there is a Bible class with a mem- 
bership of 1,000. 
A large Lall is provided 
in the center of the building for musical and 
literary entertainments. 
The applicant for 
admission to the institution or for relief must 
undergo a rigid e:xamination in order to shut 
out imposters. 
If she is found worthy of 
help her wants are provided for as follows: 
If a stranger in tlio city seeking a home the 
association keeps a list of several hundred 
boarding houses known to be proper, either 
by personal investigation or by reputation, 
to which they recommend her. 
If the appli- 
cant is a servant they have a regular "in- 
telligence" office. 
In needlework they have 
three classes, so that a girl may become pro- 
ficient in this necessary adjunct to a house- 
hold. 
For expert needleworkers they either 
provide a position or work. Ladies leave their 
orders for needlework and have it executed. 
A specialty is made of children's garments. 
Last year there were 3,068 garments of thi? 
kind made, the receipts for this department 
amounting to $2,000. 
There are also classes 
in writing, book keeping, arithmetic, phonog- 
raphy and typeAvriting, while for those with 
a genius for art, technical design and music 
teachers of well known reputation are pro- 
vided. 
There is also a library in the building 
containing 10,000 volumes.
